waxing will prove effective preventa­ 
tive for dusting. Use liquid wax as it 
has greater penetrating r owers than 
paste variety. When wax is dry finish 
off by rubbing surface well.

A VITAL NEED 


All too often we hear someone 
advise the practice of “Swine Sani­ 
tation”, without giving specific de­ 
tails on just how- to perform this 
all important phase of husbandry. 
First of all, hog houses should 
have smooth, hard-surfaced floors 
that can be easily swept and washed 
down with hot lye water. 
Remov­ 
able floors are especially desirable. 
The walls and ceilings should be

be boarded shut to keep young pigs 
from dusty, dark hideouts. 
If fin­ 
ances permit, a cement feeding plat­ 
form for adult swine is a good in­ 
vestment.

Pointing out that there is no legal 
reason 
against 
twelve years 
in 
office, that Jefferson is quoted as 
having said there was every reason 
why a man should undertake the 
office in an emergency: i.e., “the 
establishment of a monarchy" dan­ 
ger of which threatened toward the 
end of Jefferson’s second term, Sec­ 
retary Ickes dumps the problem in 
the Congressional lap. 
Why, asks the Secretary of Inter­ 
ior, is it any more reprehensible 
and tradition-breaking for a Presi­ 
dent to serve more than eight years 
than it is for Senators and Congress­ 
men to serve any number of years? 
Jeffersonian followers, points out 
the Secretary, will do well to keep 
in mind the fact that, to Jefferson, 
“what was sauce for the Presiden­ 
tial goose ought to be sauce for the 
Congressional gander."

CHICAGO.—“Grazing animals can 
sometimes jump a fence from tha 
pasture to the corn or grain field to 
forage for better feed, but growing 
crops have to stay where they are 
and either thrive or starve, depend­ 
ing on the fertility level of the soil,” 
says a report of the Middle West 
Soil Improvement Committee. 
. “Hence it is necessary for the 
farmer to carry the plant food to the 
growing crops, the same as he ra­ 
tions his cows with silage or concen­ 
trates, if he expects high yield and 
good quality production. 
“The farmer’s task of aiding both 
his soil and his crops is being made 
simpler by chemical science which 
is providing nitrogen, phosphoric 
acid and potash at a cost level more 
in keeping with what he produces 
than practically any other item he 
buys today. 
“After continued croppings most 
soils are unbalanced. They become 
deficient in one or all of the three 
important feeding elements—nitro­ 
gen, phosphcric acid and potash,” 
the report declares. “In such a situ­ 
ation the important thing a farmer 
must know and do is to carry the 
right kind of plant fo d to the crop, 
apply it in adequate quantities and 
avoid waste. The soil as well as the 
crop must be considered, too, for the 
fertilizer must provide essential nu­ 
triment for the crop and help main­ 
tain the fertility of the soil as well. 
“If a farmer needs help in decid­ 
ing upon the proper fertilizer analy­ 
sis, he can obtain the cooperation of 
the Soils or Agronomy Department 
of his State Agricultural College. Or 
he can consult his local County 
Agent, who is usually equipped to 
make specific recommendations con­ 
cerning analyses, rate per acre and 
manner of application. Such a step 
will mean immediate as well as 
future profits from his crops.”

HOTO bulbs—either the flood or 
flash ty pe— are used for m ost in­ 
door pictures at nig ht. Howev er, 
such pictures can also be taken by 
ordinary home lig h tin g . . . ev en with 
cameras that don’t hav e fast lenses. 
The only difference Is in the time 
of ex posure. W ith th e photo bulbs, 
y ou can make snapshot ex posures.

The farther the subject is from 
the light, the long er y ou m ust ex ­ 
pose.

Kansas is our ban­ 
ner wheat state, and is second in 
the flour business. 
In the first year of the Smoot- 
Hawley tariff the Kansas farmers 
were getting 39 cents a bushel for 
wheat, though the tariff on wheat 
in that measure was 
42 
cents. 
That rate is still on; it has 
not 
been reduced in any trade agree­ 
ment. 
What has happened is that 
foreign markets for wheat have 
been improved by such 
conces­ 
sion* a* Great Britain’s abolish­ 
ing its preferential tariff on Unit­ 
ed States wheat, and Canada re­ 
ducing its duty on our grain 18 
cents a bushel and on flour 
85 
cents a barrel. 
As a result, the 
British last year bought 
nearly 
double the amount of wheat from 
us that they did in the 
Smoot- 
Hawley’s first year, and paid 16 
cents a bushel more for it. 


STATISTIC 8 TELL THE STORY 


Likewise, the United States ex­ 
ported 107 
million 
bushels 
of 
wheat last year and imported but 
a thousandth part of that amount. 
In percentage figures, the 
im­ 
ports amounted to two one-hun­ 
dredth* of one per cent of our 
total production, and a lot of that 
was wheat not fit for human con­ 
sumption. but was livestock feed, 
which the farmers bought because 
they could not afford to give the 
animal* their own more valuable 
product. 
Some five million 
bushels 
of 
wheat came over the borders, but 
never touched the American m ar­ 
ket as it was brought here under 
bond, milled by American work­ 
men. and the flour shipped abroad. 
The only time wheat has come 
to us in any quantity was during 
the drouth years when we did not 
raise enough to supply the 
do­ 
mestic demand. 
But Kansas produces more than 
wheat—she has a big m eat-park­ 
ing business, and the packers and 
corn-hog rai.ers all testify to the 
benefits conferred. 
In 1932 the 
total of American 
exports 
had 
dropped to about one and a half 
billion dollars; last year they were 
double that. 
Kansas, like every 
other State, shares in the increas­ 
ed production and higher prices. 
I get these rather tedious stat­ 
istics out of the State Department 
records and the r e p o r t s t h e 
Economic Policy Commilfeet=rthat 
non-Governmental, 
non-partisan 
Western 
research 
agency

specializes in farm conundrums. 
It might be worth-while for the

By reason of Its definitely described use, the 
dining-room and the arrangement of the furniture can 
be varied hut little, but this does not limit the choice 
of Interesting background —in wall color and floor 
covering. The dining-room is in many houses the st< p- 
child of the house, where color and design have b< n 
forgotten in an altogeth er utilitarian arrangement, 
whereas everything may he chosen to give color, ense 
of living and charm, a* well as comfort to a room, 
whether large or small. 
When a patterned or scenic paper is used on a wall 
it, in itself, gives sufficient color and pattern to the 
room. In Colonial room the woodwork, paneling and 
mantel, if there is one should be white • name! paint. 
The fireplace facing may be of brick, old blue and white 
tiles, or black and whit«* marble. In remodeling a room, 
an Inexpensive way to obtain a n ice result for the fireplace facing is 
to 
paint the facing dull black, or if an expert can be obtained to do it, give 
it a marblelzed effect. The inside of the fire opening may he of brick or 
cement. Should the surface not he in good condition, it may also be 
painted black or be whitewashed. Brass andirons, brass fender, log ha ket 
and fire tools complete this setting. 
If you plan to use n decorative wallpaper, the curtains should be of 
a plain-colored sunfast fabric to give contrast. A solid-colored taffeta, 
made full length, would he a pleasant relief from the walls, with a plain 
Wilton rug used over the stained and waxed floor. 
Dining-room furniture has usually been sold in suites, and quite 
logically so. But today the interest in antique furniture, which has made 
collectors combine pieces which harmonize but do not exactly match, 
has caused a reaction which is being felt by manufacturers. In conse­ 
quence, fewer pieces are being inclwled in n suite or group, nnd there is 
more variety in design. 
For instance, instead of the conventional sideboard, a lowboy (with 
nice drawer space to hold flat silver) holds the silver tea-service, or 
could hold a bowl of flowers and a pair of candlesticks on its spacious 
top. A double-pedestal dining-table, a side table in the Sheraton feeling, 
and a corner cupboard, suggesting Chippendale lines, very much simpli­ 
fied. are attractive together. The two arm chairs and the four or six sid 
chairs inspired by the Chippendale type are good in its sim plest form 
All such pieces are moderate in price and are easily procurable In thr 
better shop-. 
With such a dining room, if you are lucky enough to possess ol 
chira and glass, it is right to display it in the built-in cupboard or the 
china cabinet. If you have to l uy china or glass, get that possessing the 
spirit of the room, which is to be found in modern Wedgwood, ruby g la ss , 
and old china, blue and white. The latter is often quite inexpensive 
Some del«¡is of such a room which help to give it atmosphere, ar 
Colonial brass haidware on the doors, and the use of candles instead of 
electric bulbs in the side lights.

CHICAGO —“Grazing animals can 
sometimes Jump a fence from tha 
pasture to the corn or grain field to 
forage for better feed, but growing 
crops have to stay where they are 
and either thrive or starve, depend­ 
ing on the fertility level of the soil,” 
says a report of the Middle West 
Soil Improvement Committee. 
, "Hence it is necessary for the 
farmer to carry the plant food to the 
growing crops, the same as he ra­ 
tions his cow's with silage or concen­ 
trates, if he expects high yield and 
good quality production. 
"The farmer's task of aiding both 
his soil and his crops is being made 
simpler by chemical science which 
is providing nitrogen, phosphoric 
acid and potash at a cost level more 
in keeping with what he produces 
than practically any other item he 
buys today. 
"After continued croppings most 
soils are unbalanced. They become 
deficient in one or all of the three 
important feeding elements—nitro­ 
gen, phosphoric acid and potash,” 
the report declares. "In such a situ­ 
ation the Important thing a farmer 
must know and do is to carry the 
right kind of plant fo d to the crop, 
apply it in adequate quantities and 
avoid waste. The soil as well as the 
crop must be considered, too. for the 
fertilizer must provide essential nu­ 
triment for the crop and help main­ 
tain the fertility of the soil as well. 
"If a farmer needs help in decid­ 
ing upon the proper fertilizer analy­ 
sis, he can obtain the cooperation of 
the Soils or Agronomy Department 
of his State Agricultural College. Or 
he can consult his local County 
Agent, who is usually equipped to 
make specific recommendations con­ 
cerning analyses, rate per acre and 
manner of application.

HOTO bulbs—either tbe flood or 
flash type— are used for most in­ 
door pictures at night. However, 
such pictures can also be taken by 
ordinary home lighting. . . even with 
cameras that don’t have fast lenses. 
The only difference Is in the time 
of exposure. With the photo bulbs, 
you can make snapshot exposures. 
But with ordinary service bulbs, 
short time exposures are needed, 
unless the camera has a fast lens. 
Now that we have modern high 
speed films, the exposures required 
are quite sh o rt. . . especially If the 
suhject Is near the light source. For 
example, note the picture above. 
The child’s face is about one foot 
from the light, which is an ordinary 
100-watt bulb. Therefore, an expo­ 
sure of 1 second was ample, using a 
box camera loaded with hi ih speed 
film. Slightly less exposure would 
have sufficed. 
Time exposures are about as easy 
to take as snapshots—but you must 
remember to have the camera on a 
firm, solid support. That's to insure 
against accidental movement dur­ 
ing exposure. If either the subject 
or the camera moves^ the picture 
will be blurred. 


The farther the subject Is from 
the light, the longer you must ex­ 
pose. Suppose, in the picture above, 
the child was five or six feet from 
the light. Then, with a box camera 
and high speed film, the exposure 
would have been 10 to 20 seconds. 
Excellent exposure guides are 
now available for pictures by regu­ 
lar home lighting. These are helpful 
In taking pictures of people, etill-Hfe 
shots, table-top scenes, and so forth. 
They also provide a guide for pic­ 
turing the rooms of the home; and, 
of course, rooms look more natural 
when photographed with the normal 
lighting. 
Some evening soon, load up your 
camera with high speed film and try 
a series of pictures by regular home 
lighting. Watch for “off guard” pie* 
ture chances—members of the fami­ 
ly sitting quietly under a lamp, read­ 
ing or sewing. A quick time expo­ 
sure of a second or so will get them. 
Shoot a few “interiors,” showing dif­ 
ferent rooms of the house — and 
maybe a table-top picture or two. 
It’s easy—and you’ll find more sub­ 
jects than you think.
